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The amendment after final rejection has been entered, but the office action for the amended claims is same as the final rejection mailed 
on 01/26/2005. 

Applicant's arguments filed 03/31/2005 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

On page 8, paragraph B) of the Remarks, Applicant argues that Haartsen fails to disclose or suggest transmitting voice information over 
a set of dedicated set of time slots, because, on page 8, paragraph A) of the Remarks, each time slot position for channel A is not fixed 
with arguing that "the Examiner's interpretation of the term "time slot" is inconsistent with the teachings of the present application and the 
understanding of one of ordinary skill in the art" and "a time slot of a time frame has a fixed position within the time frame as cited in 
page 8, paragraph A) of the remarks. Examiner agrees that each time slot, for example time slot number 1, should be located in the 
same position in each frame throughout a plurality of TDMA time frames. 

However, Examinrer believes that Haartsen clearly discloses or suggest transmitting voice information over a set of dedicated time slots 
# 1-6, wherein the positions of the time slots numbers are fixed throughout a plurality of time frames and the slots are dedicated for 
transmitting voice information, even though the time slot position for the channel A is not fixed. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features 
upon which applicant relies (i.e., the dedicated set of time slots assigned to the channel A should be fixed) are not recited in the rejected 
claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. 
See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
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
